ILLIAM E. GLADSTONE, 
the British statesman, once 
said: ‘The ravages of drink are 
greater than those of war, pestilence 
and famine combined.” 


Abraham Lincoln said: “The 
saloon and liquor traffic have de- 
fenders but no defense.” 


I am addressing this message pri- 
marily to the people of Kansas. 
Groups of Christians are assembled 
in many parts of the State — some 
in churches, others in private homes. 
We had a special purpose in plan- 
ning this meeting of the air. 


Kansas has again become the 
battleground of a struggle between 
liquor interests on the one hand, 
and the forces of national sobriety 
on the other. 


On November 2nd, the citizens 
of our State will decide whether the 
illegal liquor traffic shall be legal- 
ized . . . whether Kansas shall re- 
main a Dry State, or surrender to 
outside interests that are trying to 
break down our laws and throw off 
restraint against the sale and dis- 
tribution of beverage alcohol. 


The Wets have drawn up an 
amendment. It will appear on the 
Kansas ballot. Its purpose is to 
repeal the liquor laws of the State. 


Vote ““Yes,”’ fellow Kansan, if 
you wish to help dissipate the moral 
reserve that Kansas has been 93 
years building up against the use 
of intoxicating liquor. 


Vote ‘‘No,” if you wish to be 
loyal to the highest and best tradi- 
tions of our State. 


When the brewing interests first 
launched their attack a few months 
ago, they caught the better elements 
of the State off guard. They be- 
gan at once unloading huge sums 
of money. They started by em- 
ploying the most modern and tech- 
nical weapons of psychological war- 
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fare. They mapped an expensive 
campaign, omitting nothing that 
might serve to confuse the issue or 
weaken moral resistance. 


They are printing and mailing 
large quantities of literature. They 
are using press and radio to pro- 
mote their propaganda. They have 
a slate of their preferred candidates 
running for State offices. 


But the thing that has surprised 
the good people of Kansas most of 
all . . . is the fact that certain lib- 
eral, left-wing Preachers have plac- 
ed themselves in the position of co- 
operating with the liquor interests. 
And strange enough, some of these 
men are Pastors of commanding 
pulpits, 


Dr. Samuel West, here in Wich- 
ita, is a notable example. Associ- 
ated with him in this questionable 
business is the Levand family, own- 
ers of the Wichita Beacon. This 
newspaper is credited with maintain- 
ing the lowest standards of journal- 
ism in our entire section of the Coun- 


try. 


As previously stated, it looked at 
first as if the Wets might sweep ev- 
erything in their path. Then by de- 
grees the tide began to turn. 


Kansas has led the fight for na- 
tional sobriety in times past, There 
is every indication that the State 
will again demonstrate its strength 
of character. The tempo of the 
present crusade against liquor con- 
tinues to rise daily . . . reminding 
us of Isaiah 59:19, “‘When the 
enemy shall come in like a flood, 
the Spirit of the Lord shall lift up 


a standard against him.” 


I think I am safe in saying that 
if the election were held tomorrow, 
Kansas would stand an even chance 
of keeping its law against the sale 
of intoxicating liquor on the statute 
books. There is every indication

“Ordinarily it is criticized for its eco- 
nomic radicalism, yet it seems to be on 
the best of terms with high finance.” 


The organization is working toward 
social revolution, yet it professes to speak 
for Christians to whom such upheavals 
are repugnant. Liquor interests support 


| its program with liberal financial contri- 
‘butions, yet the Church leads the cause 
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of national sobriety. Jews contribute to 
its operations, yet Judaism rejects every 
tenet of the Christian faith. 


The American Civil Liberties Union, 
of which Roger Baldwin is the leader, 
specializes in defending Communists who 
find themselves in trouble. Mr. Gordon 
quotes a letter from Mr. Baldwin to an 
American Legion official which says: 


“We have no formal connections with 
the Federal Council of Churches.’ Our 
organization and theirs are, however, mu- 
tually interested in a number of legisla- 
tive matters in Congress. There is a 
common interest at many points although 
the platforms, personnel, and activities of 
the two organizations differ widely.” 


Washington investigations have 
brought out the fact that the Civil Rights 
Congress, launched in April, 1946, was 
actually born inside the Communist Par- 
ty. Its current activities include a de- 
fense of Gerhart Eisler, Stalin’s secret 
leader in the Western Hemisphere, who 
recently came into conflict with the laws 


of the United States. 


Mr. Gordon says: “‘Press dispatches 
of August 31, 1947, listed ex-President 
F. J. McConnell of the Federal Council 
of Churches as a member of the Civil 
Rights Congress.” 


““On the other hand, the FCC has ever 
had the support of large financial inter- 
ests,’’ continues the Author. ‘“To it have 
contributed oil in the person of Mr. 
Rockefeller, railways and banks through 
Mr. Warburg of Kuhn, Loeb and Co., 
copper through the Phelps-Stokes Foun- 
dation, sugar by grace of Mrs. J. K. 
Laidlaw, department stores (the Altman 
Foundation), and many others. 


“In and about its lobbies have flitted 
Wall Street figures such as Elihu Root, 
counsel for Wm. M. Tweed, the U. S. 
Brewers’ Association, the Whisky Trust, 
and predatory finance generally; also W. 
Wickersham of a great Wall Street firm, 
who was actually made chairman of the 
foreign policy committee on International 
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Justice and Good Will. The innate con- 
tradictions of the FCC come out in this 
case.” 





The section devoted to the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews is ex- 
ceptionally important. When Christians 
learn the truth about the sinister schemes 
manipulated from behind this false front, 
they will rise up in righteous indignation. 


“The National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews was originally (1924) 
‘the Committee of Good Will’ of the 
Federal Council,” says Mr. Gordon. 


“Leading Jewish and Christian theo- 
logical seminaries agreed to exchange pro- 
fessorships. Its aim was ‘the removal of 
verbal obstacles to cooperation of the 
two great Faiths believing alike in the 
brotherhood of the children of the one 
God.’ The B’nai B’rith and other Jewish 


organizations contributed generously to its 





funds’.”” 


This unholy union has had a devital- | 
izing effect upon the Gospel message.

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Mr. Gordon says: ‘As usual in such 
fraternizations, it was evangelical Chris- 
tianity that was called on to make the 
concessions.” 


The National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews has bombarded Pastors 
and Churches with propaganda which 
strikes at the foundation of New Testa- 
ment religion. Its literature contains 
complaints against ‘Sunday School les- 
sons which teach the Passion story as in- 
criminating Jews.’ It speaks of steps ta- 
ken “‘to correct this evil.” 


Thereupon, the organization launched 
an attack against ‘‘Hebrew Christian mis- 
sions,” on the principle that preaching 
Christ to persons of Jewish nationality 
“indirectly aids anti-Semitism.” 


Mr. Gordon includes the following 
footnote on page 46: 


“Mr. Brevin of the Lutheran Mission 
to Jews in Pittsburgh described how on 
one occasion the Conference of Christians 
and Jews descended upon that city. Lit- 
erature was sent from the NCCJ office in 
New York, accompanied with a letter 
from the local Round Table Committee, 
the mailing-list therefor having been se- 
cured from the Pittsburgh Council of 
Churches. 


“Seven hundred Protestant Ministers 
were urged to observe Brotherhood Sun- 
day; Sunday Schools were asked to us- 
Jewish prayers in their worship for the 
day, and to have explanations of Jewis' 
and Catholic beliefs and practice. Three 
laymen of the three faiths were asked to 
speak at some Protestant church-meetings 
but Catholics were asked not to attend a 
(united) worship service, 


“The Roman Catholic Bishop would 
not lend his mailing lists so no literature 
was sent to the 400 Catholic Priests of 
the city. Neither were letters nor liter> 
ture sent to the twenty rabbis of Pitts- 
burgh; nor were rabbis asked to have 
Christian prayers introduced, or practices 
explained, in their synagogues. It was 
strictly a one way affair. Protestants 
alone were to be drilled in the virtue c’ 
tolerance.”

This has in it the suggestion of a truth 
emphasized by the Psalmist in three con- 
secutive hymns of praise and thanksgiv- 
i “O give thanks unto the Lord; call 


upon his name: make known his deeds 
among the people.” (Psalm 105:1) 
“Praise ye the Lord. O give thanks unto 
the Lord; for he is good: for his mercy 
endureth for ever.” (Psalm 106:1) “O 
give thanks unto the Lord, for he is good; 
for his mercy endureth for ever.” 


(Psalm 107:1). 


It has always seemed significant to me 
that the book of Psalms should be in the 
middle of the Bible, with about the same 
number of books on each side. Holding 
the Bible in our hands, we can turn to 





lish the redemption of mankind. All the | 


agonies He was to experience in those 
awful hours, as He hung a bleeding Vic- 
tim on Calvary, were represented by the

How beautiful is the grace of grati- 
tude! Someone has well said that thanks- 
giving is a grace of resistless charm. The 
flower of gratitude should grow and 
flourish in the garden of every heart 
among the children of God, as it did in 
their Master. Nothing is more tragic or 
a gréater spectacle of inconsistency, than 
to see ingratitude in one who professes to 


follow the Christ. 


I recently read the story of an old He- 


brew legend dealing with the origin of | 


praise. After God had created mankind, 
says the legend, He asked the angels 
what they thought of the world. ‘Only 
one think is lacking,”’ they said. “‘It is 
the sound of praise to the Creator.’’ So 
the narrative continues, ““God created mu- 
sic in the voice of the birds, the whisper- 
ing winds, the murmuring ocean, and 
Planted melody in the hearts of men.’ 


the Psalms with ease by remembering 
that mechanically it comprises the center 
of the Book. The note of praise binds 
together, as it were, all the divine revela- 
tion. It is at the center of what God has 
revealed to mankind in His Word. 


Our thanksgiving should be in two di- 
rections, namely, vertically and horizon- 
tally. This was true of our Lord. He 
praised God, and He thanked men. 


Gratitude, to be genuine, should be 
expressed in both directions. Paul not 
only praised the Lord in his epistles, but 
took time to thank his brethren for their 
fellowship in suffering and service. He 
never forgot those who labored with him 
in the Gospel. All our talk about prais- 
ing the Lord Jesus is pious chicanery if 
we are ungrateful to one another.

Dr. J. H. Jowett, of precious mem- 
ory, has well said: “‘No one is going to 
have anything worth calling a harp in 
glory who has not already harped music 
in his own soul.” 


For a little while I want to take down 
the thanksgiving harp of our Lord, and 
point out some of the notes which He 
continually sounded. He taught the im- 
portance of thanksgiving and went so far 
in the Sermon on the Mount as to call 
upon His followers to “ . . . Bless them 
that curse you, do good to them that 
hate you, and pray for them which de- 
spitefully use you, and persecute you.” 


When He hung on the Cross, He 
prayed, ‘‘Father, forgive them; for they 
know not what they do.’’ God heard 
and answered that prayer and we feel 
its effect to this gracious hour, for ‘God 
was in Christ, reconciling the world unto 
himself, not _imputing their trespasses unto 
them... 


Before leaving this world, “ . he 
lifted his hands, and blessed them.” 
(Luke 24:50) He expressed His love 
and gratitude to those who had accom- 
panied Him for more than three years. 
From the time the herald angels at His 
birth cried out, “glory to God in the 
highest’’ until the moment He ascended, 
thankfulness was the principal character- 
istic of His life. It was a thankfulness 
such as the world has never witnessed, 
and will witness again only as Christ is 
incarnated in the yielded lives of His 
people.

gs CHRISTMAS CAROLS new ano wy 
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Beecher wrote beautifully: ‘As flow- 
ers carty dewdrops, trembling on the 
edges of the petals, and ready to fall at 
the waft of wind or brush of bird, so the 
heart should carry its beaded words of 
thanksgiving and at the first breath of 
heavenly favor let down the shower, per- 
fumed with the heart’s gratitude.” 


A word picture of that which was 
present in the heart and life of our Lord 
as He lived and mingled among men! 


Having healed the ten lepers as He 
moved toward Jerusalem, the Master 
cried out, “ . . . where are the nine?” 
Only one returned to glorify God for 
what had been done and it pleased the 
Lord. Though a “‘stranger’’ of Samaria, 
the leper was made whole. Are we, 
like this leper, giving Him the thanks He 
deserves? Or are we like the ungrateful 
nine ? 


Let us note how the Saviour in His 
earth life used the harp of praise. First, 
He was thankful 


FOR THE COMMON NECESSIT- 
IES OF LIFE. 


Twice in the miracle of the feeding 
of the five thousand men, we note the 
fact of His thankfulness. In this, the 
only one of His miracles recorded by all 
four evangelists, we read: ‘“And Jesus 
took the loaves; and when he had given 
thanks, he distributed to the disciples . . .” 


**Howbeit there came other boats from 
Tiberias nigh unto the place where they 
did eat bread, after that the Lord had 


given thanks.’ In the similar miracle of 


the feeding of the four thousand, men- | 


tion is made of His thanksgiving to God. 
There would be far less of beauty in 
these incidents, had the note of praise not 
been sounded. 


We are prone to take the common 
things of life as a matter of course. Too 
often we confine our thanksgiving to spec- 
ial and unusual occasions. But it was 
not so with Jesus. Devoted Christians lay 
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emphasis upon little things, and give God 
praise for the commonplace. 


The Lord of glory offered thanks — 
the One who could say, “the world is 
mine and the fulness thereof” . . . and 
we find Him grateful for a few loaves 
and fishes. He had power to transform 
every blade of grass, upon which the mul- 
titudes sat, into a full dinner pail and yet 
He gave thanks. His thankfulness was 





rendered when the supply was limited. 


How absurd must this scene have ap- 
peared to the onlooker. Thousands of | 
hungry folk were before Him, and He | 
was giving thanks for a boy’s lunch. I | 
wonder sometimes if the thanksgiving did | 
not have something to do with the mira- 
cle. If there were more gratitude for | 
what we have, meager though we feel it 
to be, the supply would be greater. In- 
stead of grumbling, let us thank God for | 
the crumb, and see it multiply into a loaf. | 
Thanksgiving brings blessing.

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I am glad to be able to call your at- 
tention to the fact that the thanks offered 
by Jesus, on this occasion was not done 
in a corner, nor in silence. Mute appre- 
ciatinn seems to have little place in the 
plan of God. Thanksgiving ought to be 
audible. Jesus was not ashamed to ac- 
knowledge the Giver of every good and 
perfect gift. The Father was real to 
Him, and worthy to be praised at all 
times and before all people. 


Let us learn never to put a morsel of 
food to our lips without first thanking 
God for providing for us. It ill behooves 
the children of His grace to spend their 
time murmuring and complaining. Thanks- 
giving magnifies Him, as well as our 
blessings. “‘Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
and forget not all his benefits.”’ 


As the Master played upon His golden 
harp of praise He sounded the note of 
thanksgiving 


FOR LITTLE CHILDREN. 


What would the world be like without 
the laughter of the child, or even the cry 
of an infant? No one ever appreciated 
children more than Jesus. No one ever 
saw in them the possibilities that met His 
gaze. To the disciples, they were a nui 
sance. Io many parents they are un- 
wanted. But to Jesus, heaven was made 
up of them. 


He was displeased when the little ones 
were kept from Him. Tired as He was, 
He did not say, “run along,” or “go 
away or ‘don’t bother me.”” No, we 
hear that voice of vocal velvet saying: 
“Suffer the little children to come unto 
me, and forbid them not... ’’ Such was 


His desire and delight. 


We read how “he took them up in his 
arms, put his hands upon them, and bless- 
ed them.”” The word “‘blessed’’ comes 
from the Greek, ‘‘eulogeo,”’ from which 
our word “eulogy” comes. It means 
that Jesus spoke well of and thankfully 
for the little children. 


Have we taken time to thank God for 
our children? Do we show our appre- 
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ciation by teaching and training them in 
the things that are eternal? 


People are talking about the under- 
privileged children of Europe. The pic- 
tures we see of poor little half-starved 
youngsters wring our hearts. But have 
we ever stopped to think about the multi- 
tudes of under-privileged children in our 
own land, many of whom are living in 
spacious homes on the boulevard? They 
never hear about the things of God. They 
are strangers to the stories of the Bible 
and to the message of salvation. 


Then Jesus sounded another note on 
the harp of thanksgiving. He was

FOR ANSWERED PRAYER. 


“Then they took away the stone from 
the place where the dead was laid. And 


Jesus lifted up his eyes, and said, Father, | 


I thank thee that thou hast heard me.” 
(John 11:41) 


Prayer meant everything to Jesus. It 
was the most important thing in His life. 
He emphasized it above all things. It 
was not a mere form of religious exercise 
to Him. Prayer was real. It was His 
vital breath. 


Jesus not only taught the value of 
prayer, but practiced it continually.

““At that time Jesus an- 


thanking God. 
swered and said, I thank thee, O Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth, because thou 
hast hid these things from the wise and 
prudent, and hast revealed them unto 


babes.” 


Jesus faced daily discouragements. 
When He spake the truth about Himself 
as being the true bread which came 
down from heaven, He had to face a bar- 





rage of stones hurled by angry men who | 


constantly plotting for His death. 
hard to be thankful under such condi- 
tions, yet Jesus did, and never failed to 
give God the glory. 


The second chapter of Jonah records 


| the prayer which the disobedient prophet 


prayed in the belly of the whale. This 
marvelous petition continued until he final- 
ly said: “But I will sacrifice unto thee 
with the voice of thanksgiving; I will pay 
that which I have vowed. Salvation is 


of the Lord.” 


“No sooner was the note of praise 
sounded than the whale got rid of him. 
He was ‘‘vomited upon the dry land.” 
There was a connection between the voice 


| of thanksgiving and the act of deliver- 


| ance. 


There never was a moment in His earth | 


life when He did not feel the need of 
prayer. There never was a circumstance 
when prayer was not appropriate. There 
never will be a time in the life of any 
Christian when prayer is not needed. We 
should cultivate the prayer consciousness. 


I have often wondered how I would 
feel if all the privileges attached to prayer 
were denied me. Yet with heaven's door 
wide open and a loving heavenly Father 
to heed the voice of His child, how little 
we take advantage of this holy exercise! 
Let us pray more, and thank God more 
for the privilege of prayer. 

It is interesting to note also that the 


Lord Jesus was thankful 
FCR OPPOSITION. 


While we complain and sometimes 
grow rebellious in the face of storms, He 
bowed His head and gave thanks. This 
8s the triumph which every Christian is 
privileged to enjoy. God will make it 
possible. When confronted by opposition 
and misunderstanding . . . when opposed 
by those who were bitter and prejudiced, 
He could lift His eyes heavenward in 
thanksgiving. 


The eleventh chapter of Matthew re- 
cords how the opposition to Him started. 
Even John the Baptist was encountering 
the hatred of the officials. But before 


this chapter closed, Jesus was in prayer,

Finally, I would have you hear the 
richest chord of all as Jesus strikes the 
golden harp. Jesus was thankful 


FOR HIS DEATH. 


This seems incredible, yet “‘he took 
the cup, and gave thanks.’’ His grati- 
tude went out to God in the presence of 
the very emblem of His supreme suffering 
and death. During Old Testament times 
when the brazen altar stood in the court- 
yard, and lambs and _ bullocks were 
brought to the sacrifice they came bleat- 
ing and bellowing. But the Lamb of 
God “gave thanks.” 


In the Garden of Gethsemane when 
Satan sought to impose upon Him a pre- 
mature death, Jesus cried, asking that this 
cup pass from Him. He shrank from the 
idea of dying in any other way than upon 
the Cross as had been predicted in Scrip- 
ture. Such a death would have defeated 
the whole scheme of redemption. 


Satan would have been the victor and 
man eternally hopeless. The Cross with 
all that it entailed was His goal, and 
praise God, He reached it. When He

God's Heart And Man's Mind

“Calvary is eternal. The need of the world is as great today, as when the 











E READ these significant words in 
II Peter 1:21, ‘‘For the prophecy 
came not in old time by the will of man: 


but holy men of God spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost.” 


This means that a prophetic utterance 
regarding a situation of concern to the 
children of God, is a revelation of His 
heart. Inspiration prompted Malachi to 
write: “I am the Lord, I change not.” 
The state of God’s heart concerning any 
matter therefore remains unchanged. 


Since He is the eternal One who 
knows no limitations of time, when He 
looks into what is to us the future, He is 
actually living in the ‘‘eternal now.” Ut- 
terances given to a prophet of old time 
as the “word of the Lord,”’ is simply < 
impassioned statement of the continual 
feelings of God’s heart in relation to the 
subject under consideration. This gives 
a perpetually current aspect to the pro- 


phetic Word. 


The prophet becomes the very ex- 
pression and mouthpiece of God's rejoic- 
ing or His pain, concerning the deeds of 
a people at some time in their history. 
With this in mind, we will now turn to a 
great prophetic passage, Isaiah 24:16,23. 


Note the gist of the prophecy: 


“From the uttermost part of the earth 
have we heard songs, even glory to the 
righteous.” 


Then the contrast: ““My leanness, my 
leanness! The treacherous dealers have 
dealt treacherously. Fear, and the pit, 
and the snare, are upon thee, O inhabi- 
tant of the earth. The earth is utterly 
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broken down, the earth is clean dissolved, 
the earth is moved exceedingly. The 
earth shall reel to and fro like a drunkard. 
And it shall come to pass that the Lord 
shall punish the host of the high ones. 
Then the moon shall be confounded, and 
the sun ashamed.” 


Certain very profound students of Bi- 
ble prophecy are connecting this prophecy 
with that of II Peter, chapter three, 
which speaks of the heavens _ passing 
“away with a great noise”’ and the “‘ele- 
ments” melting ‘with fervent heat.” Pe- 
ter speaks of a day of judgment ‘where- 
in the heavens being on fire shall be dis- 
solved.” 


These dire developments are being con- 
nected with atomic science and a pos- 


_ sible chain reaction that would cause the 
earth to “‘reel to and fro like a drunkard.” 
| Who can say that such a judgment is not 


at hand? Can wicked men and nations 
hope to go on forever defying God? 


WARNING MESSAGE NEEDED 


The passage depicts the awful con- 
trast between God's heart-break and 
man’s complacent indifference. The 
prophet, reflecting God's reactions, is at- 
tracted in the opening of this incident by 
the sound of beautiful music. From east 
and west, north and south, come melodies 
and words in many languages, but all 
with one portent. 


Since this prophecy deals with the end- 
time judgments of our age, the rejoicing 
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as 


Saviour hung on that tree.” 


of saints must refer to their anticipation 
of early translation. They are full of 
praise for “the glory which shall be re- 
vealed,” because they believe surely the 
end of their earthly pilgrimage is near. 


Sweet songs press in upon the con- 
sciousness of the prophet from all direc- 
tions. He is suddenly overwhelmed, not 
by the paeon of rejoicing, but strangely 
enough, with a feeling of devastation and 
distress of heart. Unlike those who are 
fat and flourishing, Isaiah is overcome 
with weariness and weakness. He cries 
out in despair over conditions, to which 
the joyous singers are seemingly oblivious, 


A sense of dread fills his soul. 


His memorable words express the emo- 


tions of God. The meditations of the 





| prophet are not confined to the future per- 
sonal joy of salvation, heaven and the 
coming ages of glory. Instead he turns 
a sorrowing gaze toward the need of a 
dying world, in the throes of its last strug- 
gle against powers too great for human 
strength. 


‘My leanness, my leanness!’’ he cries. 
‘The treacherous dealers. Fear and the 
pit. He who fleeth from the noise of the 
fear shall fall into the pit. The founda- 
tions of the earth do shake. And they 
shall be gathered together, as the prison- 
ers are gathered in the pit.” 


This is a picture of heart-rending sor- 
row. It is a true-to-life presentation of 
a lost world’s condition. God begs His 
people to think of the needs of others, 
rather than engage entirely upon the con- 
templation of heavenly joys, In this strik- 
ing setting, we have a contract between 
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God's attitude and that of His children, 
toward conditions of the last days. He 
wishes us to give forth a Calvary-cry for 
lost humanity, 


Calvary is eternal. The need of the 
world is as great today as when the Sav- 
jour of men hung on that tree. There is 
still “‘joy in the presence of the angels of 
God over one sinner that repenteth.”” 


In fact there is greater joy over the 
prayer of ‘‘one sinner that repenteth, than 
over ninety and nine just ‘persons, which 
need no repentance.” Why? Because 
the need of the sanctified saint has been 
met, and the sinner’s slate remains so ter- 
rible that it breaks the great, loving heart 
of God. 


SATANIC SNARES 


Turning again with Isaiah to the scene 
of woe, we find cause for weeping and 
groaning. The Heavenly Father uses the 
strongest language in trying to draw His 
own from selfish anticipation of coming 
joys, to self-sacrificing service for precious 
souls. On every hand there are those 
who have been treacherously duped, in 
process of being ruthlessly destroyed by 
the arch-enemy of all men. Yet the 
Church sings on, comparatively few being 
burdened in more than a theoretical way, 
for the salvation of the lost. 


To be sure some pray, mostly without 
tears, “for all the unsaved everywhere.” 
They contribute a little, but never so it 
hurts. What has become of those old- 
fashioned nights of prayer and extended 
seasons of soul travail? Where is the 
spirit of sacrificial service and ‘‘fellow- 
ship of his sufferings,’ out of which all 
great spiritual movements and_ revivals 
have been born? 


Too few cry out about woe and treach- 
ery, while men are hurrying from a reel- 
ing and dissolving world into a hopeless 
hereafter. 


The picture is plain. The call is ur- 
gent. The setting is seen in the events 
of every passing day. They are portray- 
ed in the doings of maddened humanity, 
rushing from fear to pit, out of nit into 
snare, and largely unnoticed by those who 
alone can bring a message of deliverance. 


Conditions about us define the mean- 
ing of the phrase, ‘Fear, and the pit, 
and the snare.” These are listed among 
the terrifying elements of Isaiah’s vision 
of woe. Men have been taught to fear, 
by systematic bombardment of the foun- 
dations upon which civilization rests. Pro- 
paganda schemes, carried by radio, news- 
Paper, lecture method, public forum and 
agitator keep people unsettled, literally 
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running. They are misled by illusions and 
false hopes, rather than the “‘hope as an 
anchor both sure and steadfast, and which 
entereth into that within the veil.” 


Many have not yet awakened to the 
depth of the pit into which they are being 
herded. The context shows that, all too 
late, they will discover their error when, 
humanly speaking, there will be left no 
way to turn. The “‘snare of the fowler,” 
Satan’s trap, is carefully concealed. 


As the god of the present world sys- 
tem, Satan ensnares his victims with great 
skill and cunning. In Proverbs 1:17 we 
read: ‘Surely in vain the net is spread in 
sight of any bird.” 


CHRIST OR ANTICHRIST? 


Back of the confusion and chaos of 


the nations today, is a master-mind, even | 


Satan himself. The trend toward con- 
solidation of nations, consolidation of 
churches, consolidation of systems, is Sa- 
tanic. 


Masses of people are being driven by 
“fear, and the pit, and the snare’’ to ap- 
prove an earthly set-up, which can only 
destroy them in the end. Too late they 
will learn that the toils which controlled 
their feet, carried them into a system from 
which deliverance is all but impossible. 


Satan is using men to build “‘one 
world,” but it will be a world that “‘shall 
reel to and fro like a drunkard, and shall 
be removed like a cottage; and the trans- 
gressions thereof shall be heavy upon it.” 
The enticing freedom which Satan false- 
ly offers can be purchased only at the 
expense of the souls of men. 


Victims will learn belatedly that they 
have been herded into taking the ‘“‘mark 
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of the beast.” The program of terror- 
ism, then inaugurated, will dim all other 
tyrannies into insignificance. The demon- 
motivated being in charge will be Satan’s 
masterpiece, the Anti-christ. 


Humanity is at the crossroads. The 
final choice of ‘Christ or Antichrist is 
about to be made by the teeming millions 
of earth, Members of an_ indifferent 
Church, looking forward mainly to a sur- 
cease from earth’s troubles, wield little 
effect upon the spiritual need of the man 
next door. 


**But,”’ asks someone, ““Can’t you see, 
Mr. Derr, that earth’s time is past? The 
doors are closing. Even in this passage 
from which you are writing, there is no 
call to evangelism.” 


Surely, few have hearts so hard, as to 
compose such an objection. 


In this Scripture we see the Lord turn- 


ing away from the songs of a hoping 
Church, and expending His energy in a 
cry of warning to the inhabitants of a 
ruined world. Is this not the Call to 
which all who hope to be in His bridal 


number should respond? 


Observing the Bridegroom’s heart turn- 
ing back to Calvary, where He suffered 
for dying people, can we not see ourselves 
in selfish contrast? 


This graphic portrayal of the prophet 
should awaken us to the danger of an 
unbalanced attitude. We dare not sink 
into complacency, while there remains 
one moment and a single opportunity to 
save a soul from the ruins of a reeling, 
dissolving world. 


God’s message, through this prophecy, 
should be a challenging incentive to us all 
to tune our minds to His heart-strings, so 
the vistas of Heaven shall ring again with 
the praise of the redeemed.

In that black night and despair, 55 
men met in Philadelphia and wrote the 
Constitution. Light began at once to 
come out of darkness and order out of 
chaos. During the hundred years fol- 
lowing its adoption and the founding of 
this Republic, we made more progress, 
material, mental, and moral, than_ the 
world had known in all time _ before. 
During that hundred years we were the 
most normal and prosperous people in our 
homes, our schools, our churches, and in 
our industry that history records. 





Before the Constitution was written, 
the pendulum of government throughout 
the centuries swung back and forth from 
| monarch to mob. Alexander Hamilton, 
| a leader of the Constitutional Convention, 
said: ‘“We are forming a republican gov- 
ernment. Real liberty is never found in 
despotism, or the extremes of democracy.

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The Constitution provided a middle 
gound, a representative government, and 
the founders called it a Republic. It 
guarantees to each of the States a repub- 
can form of government, 


s0UGHT TO AVOID EXTREMES 


The men who wrote the Constitution 
and founded this Republic strove to avoid 
the extremes of feudalism on the one 
hand, and all forms of Socialism and 
Communism on the other. They sought 
also to avoid the dangers of government 
ownership, in so far as it was consistent 
with public welfare. So strong was the 
devotion of the founders of this Republic 
to the Constitution, that they required 
public officials to take oath to support it. 


There is much talk of democracy 
among government officials, law-makers, 
and educators who lack understanding of 
their oath, or have an indifference toward 
itthat borders on contempt. No one has 
yet been able to point out within the Con- 
stitution, the faintest hint of a suggestion 
that provides for direct action, which is 
the method of democracy. Public off- 
cals are still required to take a solemn 
oath to uphold it, and that is the only 
thing they are sworn to do. 


So long as we adhered to the guidance 
of the wise provisions of the Constitution, 
we made great progress and wielded a 
wholesome influence on the other coun- 
tries of the world. But during the latter 
part of the nineteenth century we began 
drifting, taking up popular fallacies, such 
a the initiative, referendum, recall, 
boards, commissions, bureaus, excess leg- 
islation, class legislation, election of 
judges, the long ballot, majority-rule leg- 
islation, etc. There has been little or no 
difference between political parties in this 
regard. The tendency has been general 
and dangerous. We have been swinging 
from the sound statesmanship of repre- 
sntative government in a Republic, to- 
ward the deceitful demagogism of the di- 
rect government of a democracy. 


We are reaping the results of unwise 
departures from the Constitution in ever- 
increasing expenses and growing confusion 
in governmental procedure. 


FALLACY OF DIRECT 
GOVERNMENT 


While people permit themselves to con- 
cede mentally that the substitution of di- 
tect government for representative govern- 
ment is a desirable tendency — which is 
denied by every page of history and ev- 
tty result of experience, it is impossible 
for them to think clearly on problems 
that pertain to the home, the school, the 
church, or industry. It is this, more than

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faith and large areas of the earth soon | 
felt their beneficent influence. Politically, | 
the Constitution of the United States was 
the crowning achievement. 


While Christianity was creating price- 
less institutions, evil philosophers, aug- 
mented by similar statesmen, brought 
forth ideologies in direct opposition to 
these principles. For many years the 
conflict between these two systems, was 
confined to the realm of debate and pro- 
paganda in education and religion. Then 
it became an issue in politics, and finally 
a matter for military intervention. Or- 
ganized Atheism, with a religious apos- 
tasy as its counterpart, has used systems 
of philosophy as stepping stones, in the 
following order: 


Higher Criticism, Modernism, Dar- 
winism, Communism, Nietzscheism, Kan- 
tianism and other isms which make up its 
heterogeneous framework. 


The forces of militant Atheism have 
moved from one country to another with 
their theories, philosophies, sciences, re- 
ligious and political programs. When- 
ever possible, they have developed mili- 
tary strength, as in France during the 
eighteenth century, modern Russia and 
her satellites. 


Today Atheism, a hydra-headed mon- 
ster, is quite full grown. It has chal- 
lenged Christian civilization’s right on 
the earth, and there is no deviating from 
its set course. Christianity, in accordance 
with its divine and eternal nature, will not 
yield either, at any point. This means 
that a decision will have to be reached. 


THE PROPHETIC CLOCK 


That these issues threaten the peace of 
the world is putting it mildly. That they 
must be dissolved soon for the good of 
humanity is also conceded. Why they 
must be decided now, and how, and 
where, man cannot explain. But the Bi- 
ble gives us light on the subject. 


What time is it on the clock of his- 
tory? Where is 1948 in this rapidly mov- 
ing drama? For an answer we turn to 
prophetical Scripture. 


There are two hands on this clock. 
One is made up of the events of history. 
The other represents the prophetic Word 
of God. Historical events are the minute 
hand and prophecy the hour hand. These 
two hands together tell the time. Look 
then to such passages as the following: 


“‘Now learn a parable of the fig tree; 
When his branch is yet tender, and put- 
teth forth leaves, ye know that summer is 
nigh: So likewise ye, when ye shall see all 
these things, know that it is near, even 


at the doors.”” Matthew 24:32-33.

things unfolded in the chapter, describing 
the entire trend of events during the course 
of the age, moving gradually toward a 
climax of horror which the divine Speak- 
er called the “great tribulation.” 


Or again: “This know also, that in 
the last days perilous times shall come. 
For men shall be lovers of their own 
selves, covetous, boasters, proud, blas- 
phemers, disobedient to parents, unthank- 
ful, unholy. Without natural affection, 
trucebreakers, false accusers, incontinent, 
fierce, despisers of those that are good, 
Traitors, heady, highminded, lovers of 
pleasures more than lovers of God; Hav- 
ing a form of godliness, but denying the 
power thereof: from such turn away.” 


II Timothy 3:1-5. 


These are specific signs reflecting the 
nature and disposition of the great mass 
of humanity, in the period designated by 
Paul as “‘the last days.” 


And finally: “But the day of the Lord 
will come as a thief in the night; in the 
which the heavens shall pass away with 
a great noise, and the elements shall melt 
with fervent heat, the earth also and the 
works that are therein shall be burned 
up.”’ II Peter 3:10.

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Fourth, how that the play of conflict- 
ing forces, brought about by Satanic 
Atheism, will produce the climactic strug- 
gle of the age, namely the Armageddon.

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SENATE investigating committee is 

trying to find out to what extent 
Communism has infiltrated the United 
States Office of Education. This is re- 
garded by observers here as one of the 
most serious problems that will confront 
the new Congress in January. 


When John W. Studebaker resigned 
as Commissioner of Education last July, 
he wrote a 3,500-word letter which, to 
put it mildly, “‘let the cat out of the bag.”’ 
Copies were sent to members of the Sen- 


ate and House committees on appropria- | 


tions. 


The writer affirmed that red influences 
were at work, under cover, in Govern- 
ment offices having to do with educational 
affairs. To support his charges, he cited, 
among other things, a personal experience 
which proved impressive to those who 
were following the fracas. 


Mr. Studebaker explained how a 
speech that he had prepared for delivery 








before a group of Massachusetts teachers, | 
was censored by an unnamed staff mem- | 


ber above him. 
criticisms of the Communist menace were 
diluted almost beyond recognition. 


Just why the name of the official re- 
sponsible for the ruling was withheld, re- 
mained something of a mystery. It now 
appears that Mr. Studebaker did not wish 
to risk being accused of anti-Semitism, 
when he submitted his lengthy statement 
of resignation. But the name of the of- 
fender finally came out in the Senate 
committee hearings just concluded. 


Under questioning, Mr. Studebaker 
admitted that Harry Rosenfield gave the 
order which he considered objectionable. 
He wished to condemn red leaders in vig- 
orous terms... 
insisted that the language be softened. 


Senator O’Conor, a Democrat from 
Maryland, made a ludicrous attempt to 
harass the witness, but Mr. Studebaker 
managed to get statements into the record 
showing how Communist propaganda has 
reached American education at top lev- 
els. 


- eonihinse move toward concentrat- 
ing power in the hands of federal 
bureaucracy, is noted by current agitation 
for Government financing of the public 
school system. Promoters of the idea call 
it “federal aid” . . . but if imposed upon 
the American people, it will be expanded 
into a system of “federal control.”

“Mr. Speaker, all is not well with 
American Education. 


“Can its ills be cured by Federal aid? 


‘Millions of our citizens say ‘no’ and 
assert that the sickness of the world is 
not due so much to the lack of money for 
education, as it is to the lack of God in 
the instruction in the moral law. If so, 
Federal aid and control of education by 
the far-off Central Government would 
only more completely exclude religious 
disciplines from our educational enterprise 
and worsen our situation. 


““They believe that the Federal influ- 
ence even now upon education, and the 
political controls of education already ex- 
ercised by the separate States, must inevi- 
tably lead the people to put their faith in 
the false promises and harsh disciplines of 
the politics of a godless Statism. This 
must lead to the arrest of freedom with 
its self-government under God’s laws, and 
the extensive substitution of compulsory 
government by mere men over other men. 


“They contend that if God and the 
moral law are thrown completely out of 
our public education, which Federal aid 
and control of necessity requires, there 
will be no other God to whom the people 
can turn except the Central State. It be- 
comes the source of right, and it deter- 
mines what is wrong in the absence of self- 
government. This was true in Rome and 
Berlin. It is true in Moscow, and, to a 
great extent, London, today. They ask, 
shall Washington follow? 


“If education is supported and admin- 
istered locally, the people in each place 
can presuppose God and continue to teach 
a faith in freedom of men under God. 
They can keep clear of the false prom- 
ises of the political state. This way of 
freedom in education is according to the 
American design of local town, country, 
and city responsibility and control.”

would feel confident of taking over what

SPECIAL Congressional Committee, 

has just admonished the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, about a matter 
of grave importance to the American peo- 
ple.

Station WHAM of Rochester, New 
York, refused to comply with these de- 
mands. 


Thereupon, the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission refused to renew 
WHAM’s license ‘“‘pending further 
study.” This, and other developments, 
brought the matter to the attention of 
Congress. 


The Committee, headed by Represen- 
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tative Forrest Harkness, told the agency 
that radio stations need not grant atheists 
free time to answer religious programs, 
The fact that such a proposal should 
be even a subject of discussion, suggests 
the need of revised policies governing ra- 
dio in the United States. 


The Harkness Committee accused the 
Commission of adopting “‘a dangerous and 
unwarranted policy of thought-policing 
that has no basis in law.”’ It expressed 
emphatic disagreement “‘with the implica- 
tions contained in the Scott decision that 
a station must grant time to revly to pro- 
grams of religious worship.”” 


Wayne Coy, Chairman of the Com- 
mission, replied that the Scott Case ruling 
was being misinterpreted.

This incident is being constantly re- 
peated on our highways. 


Not long ago, a motorman who oper~ 
ated a subway train between Newark and 
New York drank five beers during the 
noon hour, instead of eating a normal 
lunch. Back on duty, he brought his six~ 
car train into a station at 60 miles an 
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hour. Five persons were killed and 222 
injured in the accident that followed. 


The man was charged with manslaugh- 
ter and operating a locomotive while un- 
der the influence of liquor. Who was re- 
sponsible — the motorman, the man who 
sold him the narcotic, or the State that 
approved the sale? 


Robert Louis Stevenson says that Dr. 
Jekyll discovered a drug by which he 
could change himself into a disreputable 
character called Mr. Hyde. Then he 
could take another potion and transform 


himself back into Dr. Jekyll. 


After thus transforming his personality 
many times, Dr. Jekyll found himself 
lapsing into Mr. Hyde without the use 
of the drug. Finally in desperation, he 
committed suicide, 


This has been substantially the experi- 
ence of uncounted thousands, who be- 
lieving they could control the drinking 
habit, discovered in the end that it con- 
trolled them. Beverage alcohol is a 
deadly potion, a demoralizing agent, a 
habit-forming drug that pulls men and 
women down to levels which their Creator 
never intended. 


It is detrimental to health. It befud- 
dles the mind. It deadens the moral and 
spiritual sensibilities.

I wish at this point to again address 
myself to members of the listening audi- 
ence in Kansas. Let us remind ourselves 
that Kansas is the premier Dry State of 
the Union. Brewing interests are willing 
to spend money without restraint to de- 
stroy the Kansas tradition. They pro- 
fess willingness to go to any extreme. The 
decision which the voters of the Sunflower 
State makes at the polls on November 2nd 
will be pivotal for the future cause of na- 
tional sobriety throughout the Nation. 


Kansas was recognized as a territory in 
1854. Liquor dives called “‘dramshops”’ 
were outlawed by the Bogus Legislature 
the next year. It was called Bogus or rump 
because the Free State residents of the 
territory refused to recognize its author- 
ity! Communities had local option but 
no dramshops were allowed to operate on 
Sundays. 
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A law forbidding the sale of liquor to 
Negro slaves was enacted in 1855. The 
first Prohibition Convention in Kansas 
was held in Topeka in 1856, led by 
John Brown, Jr. It was memorialized 
by the following inquiry: 


**How can you fail to give attention to 
a subject which impoverishes a whole na- 
tion, brings wretchedness and misery in its 
train, fills the land with mourning and 
sends the widow’s wail and the orphan’s 
sob to heaven for relief?” 


The famous Whisky Riot took place 
at Topeka in 1857. Stores suspected of 
having or selling liquor were raided by 
irate citizens. It turned out to be one 
of the most exciting incidents in Kansas’ 
history, 


The Topeka Association prohibited the 
sale of liquor in the new town. But sa- 
loons insisted upon defying the law. Dis- 
satisfaction increased as drunks molested 
sober citizens. The story goes that a 


tomer, who turned about, entered the 
place and began smashing things helter- 
skelter. 


Respectable citizens joined the fray. 
Bottles and glasses were hurled through 
windows. There were numerous fist 
fights. Liquor was poured into gutters. 
Raiders hurred from place to place until 
not one saloon remained open in the city. 


The Kansas legislature passed the 
“Married Man Act” in 1859. It then 
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became unlawful to sell married men |i- 
quor without the consent of their wives, 
A State Prohibition law was introduced 
the same year and defeated. It was en- 
acted by the State legislature nine years 
later in 1868. Kansas was admitted to 
the Union in 1861. 


A group of outraged women smashed 
grog shops with stones at Mound City, 
Kansas, in 1870. When a saloon open- 
ed in the town, godly women held a 
prayer meeting in front and then proceed- 
ed to demolish the premises. 


The Independent Order of Good 
Templars, a national temperance society, 
reached into Kansas during the same year 
and began effective agitation against 
strong drink. 


In 1874 the women of Kansas launch- 
ed their famous “Crusade of Prayer.” 
All over the State, bands of praying 
women marched up and down the streets, 
from one saloon to another. They pray- 
ed and sang hymns in loud tones, to the 
embarrassment of both bartenders and 
their patrons. The spiritual impact of 
this movement was felt in all directions. 


The Republican Party adopted a 
plank at its 1874 State Convention which 
labeled liquor as ‘‘one of the greatest 
curses of modern society, demoralizing 
everything it touches, imposing fearful 
burdens of taxation upon the people, a 
fruitful breeder of pauperism and crime, 
and a work of evil continually.” 


John P. St. John, a crusader against 
liquor vice, was inaugurated Governor of 
Kansas in 1879. He later became known 

s “the father of National Prohibition.” 


During his administration, the State 
was given an opportunity to vote on the 
issue. It was a hard fought battle. Both 
sides were determined. Great rallies were 
staged. When the smoke cleared away, 
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it was found that the amendment to pro- 
hibit the sale of intoxicating beverages had 
carried 92,302 to 84,304, a majority of 
7,998 votes. ; 


The Kansas legislature observed the 
mandate of the people in 1881 and pass- 
ed laws accordingly. Other States fol- 
lowed the example. 


National Prohibition was finally en- 
acted. This was accompanied by an era 
of unexcelled prosperity. The Eighteenth 
Amendment was later repealed under the 
New Deal Administration. 


Because, in the providence of God, 
Kansas has been the Nation’s stronghold 
for national sobriety, the Wets are fight- 
ing to win a strategic victory at the polls 
next month. It is therefore up to the 
citizens of the Sunflower State to go to the 
polls and vote an overwhelming “No” 
on the question of repeal.

EPUBLICAN leadership is sharply

The first indictment, returned by the 
Maloney grand jury in June, 1942, was 
thrown out of the court by an_ honest 
Judge.

the courts. 


By this time, William Power Malo- 
ney’s record had become a stench before 
the public.

Some were broken in health. All suffered

The Sedition Case was undoubtedly 
the greatest judicial tragedy of American 
history. 
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URING these years of torture and

JN THE swiftly moving tide of events, 

the growth of criminal lunacy, better 
known as Communism, endangers our 
American way of life. Militant Chris- 
tians are needed to fight this nefarious sys- 
tem. 


Good Americans look with loathing 
upon the horrible iniquities planned for 
America by Stalin and his ruthless gang 
of assassins. They will do everything 
possible to preserve the tried and true 
American system in all the radiant splen- 
dor of its dignity and greatness, its priv- 
ileges and opportunities. We will never 
be afraid of the forces of destruction, but 
will pursue the valiant fight with consis- 
tency and high courage. 


In an address before the Georgia De- 
partment of the American Legion at At- 
lanta, Congressman James C. Davis of 
Georgia declared: 


“The average guileless, honest, friend- 
ly American can hardly believe that there 
exists in the world a conspiracy so cruel, 
so terrible, so cunning, and so determined 
to crush out liberty and destroy freedom 
and decency from every corner of the 
earth. More than 20 years ago the 
American Legion began to work at the 
task of convincing the American people 
that Communism is the mortal enemy of 
most things which are dear and precious 
to us. 


““At the beginning it was a thankless 
task. For a long time patriotic, honest, 
truthful, informed members of the Legion 
who were moved by purest principles of 
patriotism, were subjected to vicious at- 
tacks and smear campaigns. 


“They were called warmongers and 
Red baiters. They were subjected to 
ridicule and falsehood. They were made 
victims of cunning attacks which have 
finally come to be recognized as weapons 
used by Communists against decent, pa- 
triotic Americans who have the ability to 
recognize Communism and the courage to 
fight it.” 


Those of us who have been fghting 
this nefarious ism recognize that one of 
our greatest obstacles, is the fact that its 
absolute vileness, cruelty and treachery 
are so shocking that a decent person finds 
it almost impossible to believe that such 





a program could actually exist. But 
positive, inescapable proof, forcefully pre- 
sented, convinces them. 


Communists have long been aware of 
this reluctance on the part of the Ameri- 
can people to believe the truth about 
Communism, and have turned it to their 
advantage. One of the favorite methods 
of attack used by this godless crowd is 
that of employing smear language, such 
as “witch hunt,” “red baiter,”’ “‘war- 
monger, ‘‘seditionist,” “Fascist,” 
“Nazi,” and similar terms calculated to 
discredit sincere Christian patriots. 


The use of these tactics was described 
by Louis F. Budenz, former editor of 
the Communist Daily Worker, when he 
testified November 22, 1946, before the 
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House Committee on Un-American Ac. 
tivities. Speaking under oath, he said: 


“Tl do think it is time, from my exper. 
ience, to raise the little iron curtain in the 
United States. What is the little iron 
curtain? It is the refusal in many quar- 
ters to permit a frank discussion of what 
the Communist Party actually is. Any- 
one who endeavors to tell the truth is 
greeted with shouts of ‘witch hunt,” ‘red 
baiter,’ and things of that character. | 
claim that the honest, normal American 
citizen has a right to know the facts with- 
out this effort to put down a curtain upon 
the activities of the Communist Party.” 


By this method, they have been able 
to nullify and destroy the work of many 
patriotic Americans who have fought 
Communism in the past. But their tricks 
are now coming to be understood, The 
smear weapon is less effective today than 
before. 


The perils inherent in our fight against 
criminal lunacy, or Communism, are evi- 
denced almost daily. Attorney General 
Tom Clark is reported to have said that 
European refugees were entering | this 
Country at the rate of 2,000 a day. One 
wonders why he is not doing something 
about it! Such people invariably bring 
with them ideas contrary to the American 
philosophy of government. 


Many thousands of the riffraff of Eu- 
rope are being whisked across our bor- 
ders into the United States. Most of 
these foreigners are communistic. The 
same may be said of a large percentage 
of the so-called Displaced Persons in Eu- 
ropean camps—who some misguided 
Americans want given asylum here to ab- 
sorb our already precarious housing and 
take jobs from our own people. _ Intelli- 
gent Americans balk at admitting great 
hordes of these DP’s when we _ have 
many thousands of citizens who are also 
DP’s . . . decent folk living in garages, 


barns or “‘doubled up” with relatives 
for lack of proper housing. 
Communism today threatens every- 


thing America stands for or aspires to be. 
Since the defeat of Germany, Russia has 
devoured and blotted out the national ex- 
istence of no less than 11 nations in Eu- 
rope and Asia. Today her plans for ag- 
gression and plunder know no bounds. A 
power-drunk outlaw, Russia tramples the 
lives and fortunes of entire nations, as our 
lawless horse thieves of an earlier genera- 
tion once terrorized the frontiers of law 
and order at the point of a gun. 


The path of duty before us is long. 
The hill is steep, and the valley forbid- 
ding. But with God’s help we will go

OMEONE on the Defender Staff was 

especially impressed by this book when 
it arrived for review. I found it resting 
in such a way on my desk as to attract 
special attention. 


On the frontispiece is a picture of two 
beautiful little girls —- daughters of the 
Author, their faces wreathed in smiles. 


Turning to the Table of Contents, I be- 
came quickly convinced that here was a 
title completely out of the ordinary. The 
very appearance of “The Journey 
Home,”’ is such as to quicken interest on 
the part of the average reader. 


I noticed the name of the Author, G. 
Herbert Schmidt. Schmidt? Where had 
I heard that name? I reflected a mo- 
ment, and recalled that he was the man 
— the Preacher, whose presence in east- 
ern Europe early in the war, had cre- 
ated something just a little short of an in- 
ternational incident. Only snatches of 
his story had come to my attention. 


It lingered with me, however, that he 
had a narrow escape from the Germany 
Gestapo on one hand, and the Soviet ar- 
mies on the other. Both Nazis and Com- 
munists had tried to destroy him because 
he would have nothing to do with either 
one. He insisted on the right of preach- 
ing the Gospel. And this got him into 
serious trouble. 


So I placed the book carefully in my 
briefcase, resolving to take it with me for 
home reading at the end of the day.

URING the course of the evening, I 

opened its pages, expecting to scan 24 
chapters and acquire a general knowledge 
of Mr. Schmidt's experiences. 


I found my attention riveted to the first 
chapter. And the next... and the next! 
At midnight I was still reading. I finished 
the last chapter in the early hours of the 
morning. No Christian can fail to be 
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moved by this story. There are times 
when it becomes well nigh impossible to 


hold back the tears. 


The reader follows the Author through 
unspeakable hardships, suffers during days 
and nights of terror, accompanies him to 
his prison cell, shares with him his prayer 
life and witnesses numerous instances of 
providential care. 


You see exposed to plain view, the 
inside workings of the Police States of 
Europe. You feel the full force of the 
Gestapo pushing in upon your heart and 
mind. You feel the suffocation that 
comes from living under systems where 
liberty is denied. You witness the bru- 
tality of the Soviet armies as they sweep 
over Poland and eastern Germany. 


Nazism came into existence as a reac- 
tion against Communism. Mr. Schmidt,

a man of God, was caught between these 
two millstones of hate. 


The beginning of the last war found 
him residing in Danzig, with his wife and 
two small daughters. He was engaged 
in missionary work, devoting himself sole- 
ly to preaching and teaching the Gospel. 


Being an American, married to a Ger- 
man lady, his presence aroused the sus- 
picion of Nazi officials. The Gestapo 
spirited him away to a prison cell where 
he was held more than six months on the 
charge of ‘unlawful religious activity.” 
In reality, they suspected him of doing 
spy work for America — a charge never 
established because untrue. He was fi- 
nally released but subjected to continued 
harassment. 


One day, soon after being permitted 
to return home, a member of the secret po- 
lice called and handed him a notice. 


“‘What did that policeman bring you?” 
asked his wife. 


“‘The voice startled me and I gave a 
sudden involuntary jerk. My wife had 
come into the study, and for the moment 
had halted behind me. I was deeply en- 
grossed over the contents of a slip of pa- 
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per and bitterness was battling within me 
for the mastery. 


“*Just a few weeks ago I had been able 
to leave that terrible cell behind me. It 
had left my whole physical being deplet- 
ed and in an actually depressed condi- 
tion.” 


Mr. Schmidt held in his trembling 
hands an order to appear at Gestapo 
headquarters. There he was offered em- 
ployment, contingent upon renouncing his 
American citizenship. This he refused to 
do. The officer abruptly closed the -in- 
terview with these words: “‘Do not forget 
that your wife is a German citizen. So 
are the children.” 


Then came weeks of misery, suspense, 
starvation and hardship that tried the 
family beyond the area of normal en- 
durance.

HROUGH Christian friends, Mr. 
Schmidt learned that in a matter of 
hours, he would be arrested and taken to 
a concentration camp, never to return. All 
efforts to get out of Danzig by legal 
means, according to international law, had 


failed. 


“Once more it was my lot to go | 
through the heart-breaking ordeal of say- | 





ing goodbye to my loved ones. The un- | 
certainty of the outcome, predisposed a | 


final goodbye. I knew that when I reach- 


ed Sweden I could not come to my fam- | 


ily for a long time. 


“There I stood at the bed of my little 
Karin, then two years and ten-months old. 
She had been my sunshine and comfort 
in her innocent behavior, especially since 
I had returned from my imprisonment. In 
her childish happy mood she often suc- 
ceeded in making me forget sorrows and 
heartaches. Would I ever see my girls 
again? Would I again enjoy their beau- 


~—— 


tiful smiles and hear their voices? I 
could give no answer to these questions. 


“God has permitted our future to be 
veiled, and how good this is at times 
when calamity threatens. I did not know 
whether I would once more feel the little 
arms around my neck. ‘Tears dropped 
on the face of Karin as I bent over her 
sleeping form. She stirred. I kissed her. 
She opened her eyes for a moment, looked 
into mine and I saw the blue of divine 
purity in the depth of her soul. I heard 
her whispered utterance, ‘Papa,’ then 
she slipped off into that pure, sweet, inno- 
cent sleep of a healthy child. ‘Goodbye, 
my little sunshine, goodbye! It shall be 
my constant prayer from now on to be 
Near you again.’ 


“T went to the bed of my older daugh- 
ter who was then seven years and five 
months of age. I aroused her and told 
her that I would have to go on a long 
trip. I stroked her cheeks and her fore- 
head, my hand stroked over her blond, 
slightly wavy abundance of hair. It was 
an unspeakably hard task for me to say 
goodbye to my little Ruth.

POETRY IN THE BIBLE 


Psalms 24 




















OLDEN TEXT. ‘‘And he hath 

put a new song in my mouth, 
even praise unto our God.’’ Psalms 
40:3. 


(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
is ‘‘Pure.’’ 


Poetry is one of the most rigid and ex- 
acting forms of literature. The poet 
composes his thoughts in a manner differ- 
ent from that of a novelist or writer of | 
prose. Artistry is the keynote of a good | 
poem. 


The true poet is more than a literary 
technician. He is a seer and an idealist. 
His finished product therefore surpasses | 
artful arrangement of concise, well-articu- | 
lated language. It contains an element | 
of wisdom, something that grips the mind | 

| 


and touches the heartstrings of the reader. 
It is more than rhythm, rhyme or meter, 
although it may include these. It is lofty 
speech, sometimes complex, often simple. 
The twenty-fourth Psalm meets every re- 
quirement of a good poem. 


A vast library would be necessary to 
contain all the works of poetry produced 
since the beginning of the art of writing. 
Yet, the world’s best — “the cream of 
the crop,”’ is found in our Bible. More- 
over, much that is acknowledged as great 
poetry had its inspiration from some Bi- 
ble theme, such as Milton’s “Paradise 
Lost’ and Byron’s ‘‘Destruction of Sen- 
nacherib.”” 


Someone has described poetry as ‘‘mu- 
sic in words.”” This is precisely what we 
find in the Bible, with its records of men 
and women who found deliverance from 
sin, and victory through the Grace of 
God. Truly, the man who has passed 
from death unto life has a new song. He 
can sing with the Psalmist: ““The Lord of 
hosts, he is the King of glory.” 


No clearer teaching on the separated 
life is found anywhere in the inspired 
Word than this Psalm. The distinguish- 
ing marks of God's child are recorded: 











“Clean hands, pure heart, not lifted soul 
unto vanity, nor sworn deceitfully.”’ 


Only those who enjoy the conscious- 
ness of heart purity, can, in the truest 
sense, sing praises to the Lord. The Mas- 
ter said in the Sermon on the Mount: 
“Blessed are the pure in heart: for they 
shall see God.” 


(2) The Key Verse is Psalms 24:1. 


‘*‘The earth is the Lord’s, and the ful- 
ness thereof; the world, and they that 
dwell therein.” 


Human beings ‘should think of them- 
selves as stewards and users of material 
things, not owners. Sinful men make 
themselves ridiculous when they speak of 
ill-gotten possessions as their own. 


All creation bears the trademark of 
the Infin‘te. But despite this fact, men 
for the most part are as ignorant of the 
great significance of creation , . . as they 
are of the Bible. Even a cursory view 


| of the nocturnal heavens on a clear, calm 


evening, will overpower one with a feel- 
ing of wonder and awe. The amazing 
grandeur of the canopy, scintillating with

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Lesson. The “‘gates’’ mentioned here 
point toward the “‘gates’” of Matthew 
16:18 where Jesus said: ‘The gates of 


hell shall not prevail against my church.” 


Four original words are __ translated 
“*hell’’ in the King James Version of the 
Bible — Sheol, Hades, Gehenna and 
Tartarus. They possess widely different 
meanings. Sheol is from the Hebrew 
and means: ‘“The place of the dead prior 
to Christ’s first coming, but not neces. 
sarily a place of punishment.” 


There were upper and lower regions 
of Sheol. Ancients called the upper level 
*“Abraham’s bosom’? and “Paradise.” 
Souls leaving the body during the Old 
Testament times, under the Promise, en- 
tered Paradise. Our Lord visited Sheol 
while His body rested in the tomb. Hence 
His earlier words to the dying thief: ““To- 
day shalt thou be with me in paradise.” 


The fifth clause of the Apostle’s Creed 
says: “He descended into hell.” Old 
Testament characters were locked, as by 
gates, in Sheol. Jesus entered those re- 
gions and liberated them. This explains 
the meaning of David’s paean of praise: 


“Lift up your heads, O ye gates; and 
be ye lift up, ye everlasting doors; and 
the King of glory shall come in.”

PARABLES IN THE BIBLE | 
Matthew 13;31-44. Luke 15:-

OLDEN TEXT: Never man spake 
like this man.’’ John 7:46. 


(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
is ‘‘Parable.’’ 


Dr. G. Campbell Morgan defined the 
parable as ‘‘an earthly story with a hea- 
venly meaning.” Our word “‘parable” 
comes from the Greek ‘‘parabole,”” which 
signifies placing beside or together . 
and is literally a comparison, a likeness 
— the illustration of one subject by an- 
other. In the New Testament, the word 
parable often denotes a short narrative 
under which some important _ spiritual 
truth is veiled, or partly hidden. 














Early in His earthly ministry, our 
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| know the mysteries of the kingdom of 





Lord presented eternal truths in syna- | 
gogues and other public places, without 
language restrictions. This open and di- 
rect approach proved too much for the 
limited capacities of the hearers. His 
remarks were often greeted with scorn. 
He found the parabolic method less pro- 
vocative. 


The value of parables lay in the fact 
that they protected the truth from mock- 
ers and carelessly indifferent persons. It 
withdrew the light from those who pre- 
ferred darkness. At the same time they 
combed together true seekers after light, 
who could not rest until the hidden mean- 
ing was explained — usually in a quiet 
place removed from the milling masses of 
people. 


The Master could have explained that 
the Church would spread and increase 
from a tiny nucleus of twelve to seventy, 
then one hundred and twenty . . . onward 
to five hundred, and three thousand and 
into innumerable multitudes. But instead, 
He preferred to liken it to a mustard 
plant, a cultivated herb, which started 
from the tiniest of seeds and grew to a 
height of ten or twelve feet. 


The branches reached out in all direc- 
tions, and birds lodged therein. (There 
is agreement among Bible expositors that 
the birds represent demon intelligences, | 
evil spirits and heretical teachings, invad- | 
ing the sacred precincts of the Church. 
Are red Preachers, who use their pulpits 
as sounding boards for left-wing propa- 
ganda, birds, roosting in the branches?) 


Those who had been enlightened would 
instantly perceive the truths Christ was 
revealing. But to hardened unbelievers 
they would be meaningless. 


“And the disciples came, and said un- 
to him, Why speakest thou unto them in 
parables> He answered and said unto 
them, Because it is given unto you to 


heaven, but to them it is not given.’’ Mat- 


thew 13:10-11. 


(2) The Key Verse is Matthew 
13:44, 


“Again the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto treasure hid in a field; the which 
when a man was found, he hideth, and 
for joy thereof goeth and selleth all that 
he hath, and buyeth that field.”’ 


Many of the sayings of Jesus could 
not be understood at the time they were 
uttered. He promised, however, that 
the Holy Spirit would “bring all things 
to your remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you.” 


After Pentecost, the disciples were 
able to understand mysteries, that had 
nN previously sealed. Even certain of 





| misguided it... 


our Lord’s close associates were more in- 
terested in a human kingdom, than the 
salvation of souls. Some have taught 
that this parable refers to the earthly rule 
of Israel. 


Hidden in this story is the plan of re- 
demption. The treasure represents lost 
humanity. The man who found it, the 
Lord Jesus, paid the uttermost price to re- 
deem mankind. In the great field, the 
world, He saw the saints of all ages. He 
gave His life to save them out of the 
world . . . and to present them faultless 
before the Father in Heaven. 


(3) The Key Fact is that God 
Reveals Truth to Those Who Obey. 


The Bible can be understood by those 
who open its pages with reverent hands. 
The Holy Spirit is present to reveal its 
contents. It contains a message for all 
people. 


Concerning the Holy Spirit, Jesus said: 
“He shall glorify me: for he shall receive 
of mine, and shall shew it unto you.” 


On the other hand, skeptical and un- 
believing persons find it to be a mystical- 
ly difficult book. It is as locked to them, 
as the vaults of a bank to enemies whose 
motive might be robbery. Critics and 
skeptics have missed the truth of the Bible 
by a tragically wide margin. They have 
and maligned it, because 
they lacked capacity for understanding 
its sacred contents. 


Had they opened its pages honestly, 
seekingly, they would have been con- 





verted. Thereafter, the message would | 
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have been illuminated. Mental difficul- 
ties would have dissolved. Hidden 
meanings would have been made clear. 
Only the twice born child of God under- 
stands this truth, but the door is open 
for everyone to enter.

HISTORY IN THE NEW 




















TESTAMENT 

Acts 1:8; 2:1-4; 13:2-3; 16:9- 
10; 28:16-31 

OLDEN TEXT: ‘‘Go ye there- 


fore, and teach all nations.’’ Mat- 
thew 28:19. 


(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
is ‘‘Witnesses.’’ 


New Testament history centers prima- 
rily about the early Church and its amaz- 
ing success in spreading the Gospel to 
the extent of the then-known world. The 
Acts of the Apostles (or as it has been 
aptly paraphrased, ““The Acts of the 
Holy Spirit”) is “‘must reading’’ for the 
soul-winner, Solomon said: “He that 
winneth souls is wise.” But there are 
certain qualifications for the task. These 
are set forth quite naturally in the book 


of Acts. 


Souls are precious beyond words to de- 
scribe. There is no way to compute their 
value. Jesus must have had this in mind 
when He asked: ‘“What is a man prof- 
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ited, if he shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul? or what shall a man 
give in exchange for his soul?” 


Had there been only one sinner in the 
world, Jesus would have come to earth 
to die for him! 


Christians must never lose sight of the 
fact that the task of the Church is World 
Evangelization. We cannot escape our 
responsibility to the present generation. 
We are not accountable for the genera- 
tion which is past . . . nor directly for the 
one to come, But we have an obliga- 
tion to work as if this were the last. 


Who knows but what this may be the 
last generation before Christ returns? The 
signs of the times so indicate. 


Our Lesson quotes the Saviour as say- 
ing: “Ye shall be witnesses unto me.” 
This fits with an earlier prophecy regard- 
ing the course of the present age, in which 
He said: ‘““This gospel of the kingdom 
shall be preached in all the world for a 
WITNESS.” 


Not the conversion of the world, but 
rather as a witness! New Testament 
evangelism is predicated upon the propo- 
sition that faithful Christian witnessing 
will “‘call out a people’’ and these called 
out ones collectively, comprise the true 
Church. We may not expect the world 
to be converted until the next age, after 
Christ returns. 


Are we true witnesses? Are you wit- 
nessing for Him? Is your life a testi- 
mony for His glory? Some know they 
should witness, but lack zeal and enthu- 
siasm. 
and apologetic way, that they accomplish 
little. Still others are downright lazy. 
They say: “Here am I, send George.” 


(2) The Key Verse is Acts 1:8. 


“But ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Je- 


| 





Others witness in such a feeble | 


rusalem, and in all Judaea, and in Sama- 
ria, and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” 





There comes a period in the Christian 
experience of every soul-winner, when He 
realizes that the effectiveness of his tes- 
timony does not depend upon fluency of 
language or personal energy expended. He 
comes to realize that only the power of 
God, operating through him, can produce 
the desired result. 


A sense of the Holy Spirit’s nearness 
will make soul-winning a joy, instead of 
drudgery. He is willing to be the silent 
partner. Too little recognition is given 
the third Person of the Trinity during 
these days of apostasy and declension. 


Time magazine reported the recent 
meeting promoted at Amsterdam by the 
World Church heretics as follows: 


“The watching Protestant world had 
hoped, in its dim and sentimental way, 
for something better. It had perhaps 
even hoped for another Pentecost. At 
Pentecost, there were tongues of fire from 
heaven, and human beings were like 
lamps, waiting to be lit. 


““At Amsterdam, there were commit- 
tees, agenda, resolutions, debates and 
trilingual earphones. The men of Am- 
sterdam did not expect, and did not re- 
ceive flames from heaven. They had 
not met to be inspired but to ‘get some- 
thing done’.” 


Human effort in Christ’s service, de- 
void of the Holy Spirit’s presence and en- 
ergizing power is “sounding brass, or a 
tinkling cymbal.” It is described in II 
Timothy 3:5. 


(3) The Key Fact is that God is 
Prepared to Lead Us if we are 
Willing. 


Imagine a father who would not take 
the hand of his small son on a dark night, 
and lead him safely over rough and dan- 
gerous terrain. Imagine a son who would 
not permit his father to lead him. 
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God does not have to be persuaded to 
lead us. He is near at hand and not 
afar off. “Like as a father pitieth his 
children, so the Lord pitieth them that 
fear him.”” Psalms 103:13. He does 
not coerce. Although willing to accept 
your hand, He will not take it by force, 


By reading the book of Acts and med- 
itating upon the supernatural experiences 
recorded therein, the sincere Christian be- 
comes better acquainted with the Holy 
Spirit . . . and more responsive to His 
leadership. 








Lesson Number 4 
December 12, 1948 


LETTERS IN THE BIBLE 
Philippians 1:1-11; 4:8-9. 




















OLDEN TEXT: ‘‘These things 

have I written unto you that be- 
lieve on the name of the Son of God; 
that ye may know that ye have 
eternal life.’’ I John 5:13. 


(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
is ‘‘Fellowship.’’ 


Twenty-one letters, called Epistles, 
make up a large part of the New Testa- 
ment, ‘Thirteen came from the pen of 
Paul—four of which were sent from 
Rome (Galatians, Ephesians, Colossians 
and Philippians) while the Apostle was 
in prison, near the end of his life. 


The letter to the Hebrews must be con- 
sidered anonymous, because the words of 
Origen remain true, that God alone knows 
for certain who wrote it. Three of the 
letters were penned by John. . . two by 


Peter . . . and one each by James and 
Jude. 

It was by divine direction, rather than 
accident, that leaders of the infant 


Church developed the idea of writing to 
the local congregations. Such communi- 
cations were greatly needed. We know 
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our Lord approved the method, because 
He Himself later appropriated it by send- 
ing letters to seven Churches in Asia 


Minor. 


Apostolic letters served as a bond of 
fellowship, binding the hearts of new con- 
yerts and leaders together. in unity of 
spirit. The Gospel was in those days 
making rapid strides throughout the Ro- 
man Empire. The letters provided a co- 
hesive quality, much needed to unify the 
efforts of all groups. Moreover, they 
served to systematize spiritual knowledge, 
whereby the saints could “‘be ready al- 
ways to give an answer to every man that 
asketh you a reason of the hope that is 
in you.” I Peter 3:15. 


The Philippian letter was written by 
Paul while a prisoner in Rome. It was 
inspired by the fact that the congrega- 
tion at Philippi had sent expressions of 
sympathy, accompanied with a substantial 
gift delivered by Epaphroditus. This 
Church had been founded by Paul some 
eleven years earlier. The epistle is liter- 
ally a ‘‘love letter,” in which he pours 
out his innermost heart. 


In its broader application, it sets a 
standard of mutual affection, for believers 
in every period of Church history. A 
mystic tie binds the hearts of all true be- 
lievers. They speak the same language 
regardless of geographic separation. One 
child of God can almost instantly recog- 
nize another of like precious faith. 


“Behold, how good and how pleasant 
it is for brethren to dwell together in 
unity! It is like the precious ointment 
upon the head that ran down upon the 
beard, even Aaron’s beard: that went 
down to the skirts of his garments.” 


Psalms 133:1-2. 
(2) The Key Verse is Philippians 


“I have you in my heart; inasmuch as 
both in my bonds, and in the defence and 
confirmation of the gospel, ye all are par- 
takers of my grace.” 


Languishing in a damp prison dungeon, 
waiting to face blood-thirsty Nero, know- 
ing death to be just ahead . . . Paul’s 
chief concern was “‘the defence and con- 
frmation of the Gospel."” The Gospel 
had enemies—bitter enemies, many kinds 
of enemies, in Apostolic times, the same 
as today. The persecuted Preacher, suf- 
fering at Rome, was not backward in ac- 
cepting their challenge. Even with the 
threat of death hanging over him, he re- 
mained loyal and courageous, a Defender 


of the Faith. 


Defence and confirmation! Let these 
watchwords for twentieth century 
Christians. Defend the Faith against its 











foes on the one hand. Confirm the Faith 


by constructive presentation of its claims 


on the other. 


(3) The Key Fact is that The 
Epistles are Priceless Sources of In- 
struction. 


Christ spoke many words while on 
earth, which His disciples and the masses, 
did not understand. He left unsaid many 
things He would have said, had His hear- 
ers possessed capacity to receive them. 
The Epistles are, in many ways, the prac- 
tical commentary on the Gospel, 


preached by the Lord. 


The Apostles wrote their letters of | 


consolation, instruction and reproof un- 
der the inspiration of the Holy Spirit. 
These priceless documents therefore con- 
tain God-breathed truth, no part of which 
is contradictive to the words of Jesus. 
They represent His doctrine expanded 
and developed as to many vital details. 
The Epistles complement the four Gos- 
pels. 
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The Revised Version is given in the wide 
margin opposite the verses, wherever an ime 
portant difference in meaning occurs.
